then falling short. After all, how do we know how much we can 
achieve unless we are prepared to risk failing? How much more do we 
so often often learn from disappointment, loss or failure! 

I congratulate this year’s Yearbook staff for moving closer to the edge 
themselves and introducing some changes into the Yearbook. I am reminded 
of Robert Browning’s poetic lines- 

‘A man’s reach should exceed his grasp 
Or what's a Heaven for.’ 
Let these words guide us on our way.
